The conversation yesterday of the

note,

Fight Broadcasts 
Make for Unity 


_In Home, He Saysj 


New York, October 8.—(#)— 
Major Andrew J. White, who 
broadcast the first boxing match 
ever put on the air, has told the 
Associated Press that he believes 
that by widening the field of fem- 
inine interest such broadcasting 
had been a factor in increasing the 
uni¢y of the American home. 

Major White determined to at- 
tempt broadcasting of the Demp- 
sey-Carpentier fight six years ago, 
when loud speakers were not yet 
invented and broadcasting as the 
term is used now was only a 
dream. 

“I was sure we cotld overcome 
the technical problems,’ he said 
in his office with the Columbia 
broadcast chain, “but I wasn't at 
all sure that womer, who up to 
that time had placed boxing al- 
most in the same category as the 
corner saloon, would support such 
a project. 

Major White said that before 
broadcasting had made boxing pop- 
ular with the women a man had to 
go outside the, home to discuss 
such contests. 

“But now.” he eontinued, “he 
can get all the arguments he wants 
right by his own fireside. and it’ll 
be just as intelligent argument as 
he’s capable of himself. A man 
who starts an argument on the 
relative merits of boxers nowadays 
has his evening's work cut out for 
him, and he’s generally up against 
an expert who knows her fisticuffs. 

“In view of this great new com- 
munity of interest between hus- 
bands and wives it doesn't seem 
to be stretching probability too 
thin to suggest that the broad- 
casting of clean boxing matches in 
a cleun way has done its part to 
strengthen the bonds of matri- 
mony.”

T. LOUIS, Mo., Oct 8.—A few 
S months ago when the Missis- 
sippi Valley was stricken by 
the greatest flood in American his- 
tory, and when business leaders 
were surveying the situation with 
much pessimism, L. W. Baldwin of 
St. Louis, president of the Missouri 
Pacific Lines, first gave utterance 
‘o the astounding doctrine that the 
flood “was a blessing in disguise.” 
Down the valley, at the very 
doors of the city of St. Louis, was 
the flood. It did so much damage 
to Mr. Baldwin’s own lines that he 
has never estimated the cost. Thou- 
sands of homes and millions of acres 
of land were under water.  Busi- 
ness for the time was paralyzed. 
The loss ran to hundreds of mil- 
lions—perhaps half a billion. 

And yet Mr. Baldwin, known far 
and wide as one or the most level- 
headed railroad executives of the 
new and fine type which has come 
fore of late years in Amer- 
continued to reiterate that the 
flood mizht well prove to be a 
real blessing to the South. And 
he said it after weeks of personal 
journeying through the flooded area 
and after eight weeks at his desk 
working almost exclusively at flood 
relief.

It took him .two 
hours to convince Mr. Couch that 
he was right and the Arkansan has 
been preaching the same doctrine 
ever since. He finally convinced 
business leaders all over tha flood- 
ed area that he had the right view 
point.

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Blessing In Disquisa. 

"The flood was a hlessing in dis- 
guise to the South,” Mr. Baldwin 
reiterated to this interviewer the 
other day. 

‘Tt was a hbiessing because it 
eroused the nation to such an ex- 
tent that prompt measures to con- 
trol floods will be taken and fu- 
ture floods will be made impossi- 
ble,” he added. 

“You know, business is built more 
or less on confidence. Every year 
we have a flood in the Mississippi 
Valley and always there was the 
fear that we would have a super- 
flood such as this year. It was 
disturbing to business and to the 
people. 

“Then the big flood came to do 
terrible damage. It focused the at- 
tention of the nation on the prob- 
lem. It convinced all that it is a 
national problem. Undoubtedly 
this will mean premanent relief: 
In a word, the flood will mean real 
flood. control at last and that. in 
the long run, is a blessing in dis- 
guise.” 

In his years of railroading. Mr. 
Baldwin has had much flood ex- 
perience. IT asked him how the flood 
could ‘he controlled. 

“I think the levee must continue 
to be the hackbone of the control.” 
he answered. “My idea ts that we. 
will have to have both spillways 
and storage basins. We have all got 
to work for the quickest and hest 
solution. I won't say what I think it 
should be. 


“The smart thing to do would be 


to name a special commission come 
nosed of men whose ability and in- 
tegrity can't be questioned and 
turn them loose to work it out. 
They shouldn't be given fifty or 
even a hundred millions with which | 
to complete the job, but.they should 
be told to finish the job; do it right 
and do it as economically as pos- 
sible.” 
Baldwin Man uf Action. 

Railroad men remember just a 
few years ago when the country 
was debating the transportation act 
of 1920.

Sees Silver Lining: 

“ficantic work remains to he

No special background is required 
for Chippendale furniture, though the 
particular type of Chippendale ce 
sign selected might serve as a guide 
in establishing the character and at- 
mosphere of a room.

Chippendale furniture a certain dig- | 
nity should be observed; it is particn- ' 
larly suitable in libraries, dens, men’s | 
| rooms, club lounges, etc., to

Period Room Furnishings 


Few middle class houses today are 
fitted room by room with complete 
sets of furnishings related as to pe- 
riod of design, and harmony in col- 
ors, When an expert interior artist 
is not given complete charge of the 
decoration, usually there is a tend- 
ency to pick furnishings here and 
there until one day you grow dissatis- 
fied with the general effect of your 
rooms. 

This feeling is nothing more or 
| less than the effect of lack of unity 
‘ina room... in a word, “loose dec- 
oration.” “The least expensive way 
to overcome this defect,” say interior 
decorators, “is to lay pattern floors 
in the rooms that offend.” Fortunate- 
ly such floors are now comparatively 
easy to find. 

For example, if one of your rooms 
leans toward the Spanish manner but 
lacks stucco walls and wrought iron 
grilles, you can easily overcome the 
deficiency with a black and white 
marble floor of linoleum. It is really 
surprising to see how such a floor 
“blends” the slightly out-of-place ob- 
jects in a room with the other fur- 
nishings, making the whole a pleas- 
ing unit. 

Often rooms contain family heir- 
looms, all right in themselves but for- 


eign, perhaps, fo the period center 
table, or the wrought iron chande- 
liers, the tulle-trimmed lampshades or 
the Louis-something-or-other chairs. 
Such a room can be easily “bound” 
together by a linoleum floor in one 
of the new effects . . .em in- 
laid tile patterns, green or brown 
Jaspes, tapestry designs. 

Here is an even better example of 
the “room binding” influence of mod- 
ern linoleum.

-Manchester, England, September 
29.—(By Mail.)—The conditions in 
the Lancashire eotton industry are 
still being dominated by the raw cot- 
ton situation and there is no doubt 
that business is suffering as a result 
of the wide fluctuations in raw ma- 
terial rates. There is some ground 
for believing, however, that the cloth 
demand is backing up and that all 
along the line buyers are waiting for 
steadier prices, 

Developments of any importance 
in the cloth market are slow in tak- 
ing place. During the past few days 
there has been a large inquiry in 
piece goods for India and some en- 
couraging sales have taken place in 
light whites for Karachi and Amrit- 
zar. Comparatively speaking those 
two outlets have provided far more 
demand than has been met with for 
either Bombay, Calcutta or Madras. 
The general opinion here is that pro- 
vided steadier raw materia] rates pre- 
vail a buying movement of some im- 
portance might take place at an early 
date. Manufacturers, however, are 
badly in need of support from Chjna, 
and if a buying movement commenced 
for that outlet. shippers to India 
would be forced to operate on a freer 
scale. Fine and fancy cloths have 
moved off in fair lines from day to 


day. Manufacturers are working at 
about 70 per cent of capacity. : 

Traders are puzzled as to what will 
be the effect upon the yarn position 
of the prolonged conferences held at 
the end of last week between repre- 
sentatives of the Master Spinners 
federation and the Cotton Yarn as- 
sociation. There are rumors that 
some change may take place in the 
plans of the latter organization. The 
output of American yarns is only a 
little more than 50 per cent of full 
time and supplies are quite sufficient 
to meet the needs of users.

SUNDAY HEALTH TALK 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


ANOTHER CHALK TALK. 

Approximately June 30 the conduc- 
tor of this column gave a little ditty 
here entitled “If You Can't Check It, 
Chalk It.” In the course of the‘en- 
tertainment faithful readers were star- 
tled and somewhat shocked to find 
a remedy suggested. The remedy was 
calcium carbonate, commonly known 
as prepared chalk. It is preferable to 


sodium bicarbonate (saleratus, soda) 
as an antacid because unlike soda it 


ance of the blood. Calcium carbonate 
may be taken in powder, in liqnid (as 
a suspension or mixture). or in tab- 
lets. A convenient and agreeable 
form is a 10-grain tablet. and this 
may be given a pleasant flaver with 
cinnamon, if desired. Any drug firm 
may prepare such tablets. A dose of 
10 grains of calcium carbonate is suf- 
ficient to neutralize excessive acidity 
in the stomach for several hours. If 
not actually sedative to the stomach 
and intestine, this chalk is certainly 
less irritating than soda. 

Then on or about the thirteenth of 
August my good counsellor and friend, 
the country doctor, contributed a 
sound suggestion bearing on this pop- 
ular question of the use of antacids. 
He told us about a patient who suf- 
fered from raw spots that would not 
heal, and how the trouble soon cleared 
up when the patient, a farmers wife. 
stopped taking soda which she had 
been in the habit of using in great 
quantities for her sour stomach. The 
country doctor opined that the alkali 
may have some deleterious effect on 
the vitamins in the body, as we know 
it does on the vitamins in food, and

The question, “When should I put 
anti-freeze in my radiator?’ is now 
answered by a table just compiled 
from U. S. weather bureau tempera- 
ture maps by the Glycerine Producers’ 
association, whose members manufac- 
ture practically all the radiator-gly- 
cerine used by the motor car owners 
of the United States. It shows the 
average date, over a long period of

Flint, Mich., October 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Few motorists realize the im- 
portant effect which the location of 
the spark plug in the combustion 
chamber has upon the performance 
of the engine, according to H. Rabez- 
zana, chief engineer of the AC Spark 
Plug company, who goes on to ex- 
plain: 


“It is the aim of every automotive 
engineer to obtain as complete com- 
bustion as rapidly as possible and the 
phenomenon which is the most help- 
ful in obtaining this result is the 
swirling or turbulent action of gases 
entering the cylinder at high velocity. 
because the flame will spread much 
more rapidly through an agitated 
mixture than through a stagnant one. 


“It is important that a size plug be 
used which places the sparking points 
in the combustion chamber with the 
lower end of the plug shell flush with 
the roof of the combustion chamber. 


“If the spark plug hole in the cyl-| 
inder is very deep and too short a} 
plug is used, the points will be re-| 
cessed and separated from the swirl- | 
ing mixture in the combustion cham- | 
ber by a pocket of stagnant gas. The 
flame will be slow to travel through 
this pocket and ignite the fresh mix-

On both “pressure” systems a spring 
operated valve is employed to control 
the amount of oil delivered. Weak- 
ening of the spring or a particle of 
foreign matter lodging under the seat 
of the valve would result in a par- 
tial failure of entire oiling cystem 
with disastrous effect on the engine.

Our by-pass is not of the spring | 
ball type and is used only to back 
up the oil in the shaft to increase 
the pressure in the shaft relative to| 
throttle opening. If dirt should find 
its way to this by-pass the only re- 
sult would be increase oil pressure 
in the crankshaft tending to cver-lub- 
ricate instead of under-lubricate which 
is another safeguard, 

One other important advantage of 
passing a large volume of oil through 
the crankshaft’ is that the oil tends 
to cool the shaft bearings which 
makes for less friction and longer 
life.

The new Air Line Eight marks the greatest 
advance in motor car performance that has 
been made in fifteen years. 

The increase in horse power is 33%. Torque 
is 170 foot pounds—an increase of 21°%—and 
torque is what lifts you over the hills.

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” Georgia’s Oldest Methodist Church °. 


By Howard Merriwether Lovett 


RICK CHURCH in Screven 
county is the oldest Method- 
ist church in Georgia. 

The writer of this article 

has brought to light much 

interesting data, gathered by him in 

preparing a history of this historic 

church at the celebration of its cen- 
tennial on July 21, 1927. 

That Georgia should have a 
primary claim to Methodism seemed 
generally accepted because of con- 
nection of the two Wesleys with the 
colony of Oglethorpe at Savannah, 
from which sprang up legends about 
a “church” having been’ founded 
there in colonial days; and Method- 
ism springing up at this seaport, and 
beautifully speeding out and encom- 
passing the valleys of the Savannah 
and Ogechee: A pretty fable without 
foundation in fact. 

The truth about the coming of 
Methodism to America and to our 
State; the coming of the seeds of this 
doctrine throughout the land to the 
harvest of church organization, make 
a story pregnant with human interest 
and of historical and sociological im- 
portance, and such a story was out- 
lined in the history of Brick church 
as written for the centennial occasion. 

Brick church so named in the land 
deed of 1827, a quaint building pic- 
turesquelvy elevated amid moss-drap- 
ed oaks, the oldest Methodist church 
in Georgia, is unique. Remote from 
towns and cities, it is the finest ex- 
ample of the rural church, standing 
for a century a center of a com- 
munity of planters, some of the fam- 
ilies living on soil obtained by colon- 
ists in land grants from the British 
crown. 

Here was carried on from earliest 
days a distinctive type of social life, 
as implanted by pioneers. 

Railroads came not within a radius 
of thirty miles until recent years— 
even the county site at Sylvania was 
nearly twenty miles distant, and de- 
tachment from the commercial world, 
added to the productiveness of the 
farming land of the Savannah valley, 
gave a kind of economic independ- 
ence to people of this community. 

Here manners and ways of olden 
times long survived, and here at pres- 
ent day, the tradition may be verified 
as nowhere else. It has been my priv- 
ilege to learn from the life of vener- 
able and reverent old coloniaf Meth- 
odists of ante-bellum days of how 
and blacks 
gether at Brick church. 


whites worshipped _ to- 
The church 
then had a gallery for the negro serv- 
ants, where they worshipped with the 
white folks on “preaching Sunday.” 
these servants, clean and orderly as 
they were trained to be, joined in the 
singing of sacred hymns, and on com- 
munion Sunday partook of the Lord’s 
Supper kneeling at the altar rail after 
the white communicants. Master and 
servant knelt together at the family 


altar, daily and kept together the fast 


days prescribed by the presiding elder, 
following the example and discipline 
of John Wesley. 

One aged family servant of the 
Lovett family remembers to this day 
how on Fridays before quarterly 
meeting all work was put down and 
master and mistress in their carriage 
and the colored people from the 
quarters, repaired to Brick church and 
spent the day in fasting and prayer. 
The register of Brick church proves 
the kind of work done in this com- 
munity for Christianizing the negroes 
and is typical of that done all over 
the south by the Methodists; the Epis- 
copal church, and others. Nothing in 
the history of the race was of greater 


significance or of more lasting im- 


honor of the beloved bishop. The 
name was later changed to St. An- 
drews chapel, so it would seem that 
one good Methodist has been canon- 
ized by the negro race, and he the 
bishop who was the innocent cause 
of separating the M. E. church North 
and South in 1844. 
oe 4: * * 

The continuity of family names ap- 
pearing in the church records from 
the founding to the present day, ts 
noteworthy. 

The founder, who gave the land 
and largely contributed to the erec- 
tion of the building, Rev. Peyton L. 
Wade, lived in the neighborhood un- 
til his death in 1866, having become 
the richest Methodist in Georgia. His

Many times came and preached the 
saintly Bishop Andrew, first ative 
Georgian to enter the traveling con- 
nection of Methodist itinerants. He 
preached to whites and blacks in the 
old church, and to the newly emanci- 
pated negroes, who after the war, 
built their own meeting house, with 
the help and guidance of white friends 
Andrew’s chapel in

second wife and mother of his ten 
sons and one daughter, was Miss Eliz- 
abeth Robert, of South Carolina, des- 
cendant of the Rev. Pierre Robert, 
pastor of Huguenot refugees who 
erected St. Peters parish in early 
colonial days.

a HE killing of James D. Hallen 

OTe in Maine last year ended one 

Srey «CO Of the most amazing crim- 

inal careers on record. It 

also formed the last chapter 

of a story of revenge in 

which the killer traveled 3,000 miles 

-to get his man. The killer was Ben- 

jamin H. Turner, who has been sen- 

tenced to life imprisonment for the 
murder. 

Did justice give him a square deal? 

Turner’s sympathizers say he has 
been unfairly dealt with by the law in 
Maine. Hallen had gravely wronged 
Turner at a time when Turner was 
most in need of a good samaritan. 
The*wrong had eaten into Turner’s 
soul, inflamed him with an urge for 
revenge, and he had set out to force 
Hallen to right the wrong or pay the 
penalty. 

Hallen, they say, got- what was 
coming to him. But justice says 
that Turner, too, must pay. 

ais ze a * 

Benjamin Turner was swindled 
twice by men he had trusted and each 
time he killed the man who had 
wronged him. He apparently be- 
lieved that he could hope for no jus- 
tice from the courts. He took the 
law into his own hands. And low 
that he is in prison he mutters that 
again he has been wronged. 

His story is.a weird one, but the 
story of the second man he killed is 
even more so. 

Turner, by profession an account- 
ant, left San Francisco some six years 
ago to enter the employ of a smelt- 
ing company in Mexico City, Mexico. 
He was at that time about 29 years 
old, quiet, thrifty and hard working, 
with a good record behind him in the 
various concerns he had worked for. 
In the next four years he saved 
$5,000. 

Ironically, it was Turner’s thrifti- 
ness that brought his misfortunes. 
The money he had saved brought him 
into contact with rogues and _ liars, 
made him twice a murderer and land- 
ed him eventually behind the bars un- 
der sentence of life imprisonment. 

Turner had not been _ looking 
around long for a place to invest ‘his 
savings when several Mexicans called 
upon him and advised him to invest 
his money in a dye works. Suavely 
they elaborated upon the great mar- 
ket for aniline dye bases, from which 
the profits would be enormous be- 
yond belief. Turner, they predicted, 
would be independently wealthy in no 
time. 

The American listened and then 
asked that he be introduced to some 
buyers of dye. That money had not 
come easily to him; but he was not 
the sort, he said, to rush into a thing 
without investigation. He demanded 
proof that there was a vast market 
for the materials. 

He Meets Arguelles. . 


“We applaud your forethought,” 
said his visitors. ‘‘We will introduce 
you to Ramon Arguelles.” 

Turner saw Arguelles, who said 
that he needed immense quantities of 
dye in his business. He told Turner 
that he would make no mistake if he 
invested his savings in this growing 
industry. Only a matter of time and 
the American would be rich beyond 
his dreams. Turner believed the man 
and turned over $3,750 to the Mex- 
icans. 

The accountant went on working, 
firm in the conviction that before 
yong he would cash in handsomely 
on his investment. 

But the dividends did not appear, 
Months passed. Turner became im- 
patient. He called on Arguelles and 
his story is that Arguelles_ told 
him to have a little patience and 
everything would be all right—there 
had been some hitch, Turner .wait-

—Turner Traveled 3,000 Miles to 
Get His Man—Now a ‘‘Lifer’’ 


ed for another interval and in Janu- 
ary, 1921, demanded his money be 
returned, Arguelles laughed at him. 


The laugh, according to Turner, 
set off the spark that made him burn 
wiih the flame of revenge. 


Arguelles finally agreed 
Turner in a detective agency. Here 
Turner again demanded his money. 
The Mexican spread his hands ex- 
pressively and said it was impossitle 
—he knew nothing about the money. 
Let the American find the Mexicans 
who had swindled him; they were the 
ones who had his money. 

Turner drew a revolver and point- 
ed at the man. 

The Mexican, frightened, backed 
out of a window onto a balcony, and 
as Turner followed him he flung him- 
self off the balcony. Turner sent a 
stream of bullets after him. Arguelles 
was dead when he hit the street. 


A near-riot followed the _ killing. 
During the excitement a pedestrian 
and a policeman were wounded. The 
American was clubbed .into submis- 
sion and hustled off to jail. 

Turner told his story but it fell on 
deaf ears. If he had been wronged 
why did he not leave the righting of 
the wrong to the proper authorities? 
Even the American colony in Mexico 
City believed that he was guilty. He 
remained in jail, while the slow ma- 
chinery of justice ground on. 


The day of the trial approached. 
The American felt himself in desper- 
ate straits. From his viewpoint, 
here was the moment for a good 
Samaritan, 

As though in answer to his prayers 
the good samaritan appeared in the 
person of a white-haired and benevo- 
lent stranger, who called on Turner 
and told him that he was anxious to 
assist his fellow countryman. He in- 
troduced himself as James D. Hallen, 
an attorney, and he suggested that for 
a retainer he might be able to beat 
the case. 


Before we go on with the story 
of the unfortunate Turner, let us ex- 
amine this white-haired attorney with 
the fatherly smile. 


The career of James D. Hallen 
was almost unequaled for versatility. 
His criminal record went back as far 
as 1884, when he was charged with 
having defaufted with a $27,000 trust 
fund. He spoke sixteen languages 
and dialects, had a charming person- 
ality, was unscrupulous in the ex- 
treme, and was said never to have 
performed an honest act if it was pos- 
sible to do it dishonestly. 

Hallen was born in County Clare, 
Ireland, and came to the United 
States with his family when he was 
a child, and he was adopted by an at- 
torney in Addison, N. Y. He took 
this man’s name, received an excel- 


to meet 


. lent education and, being admitted to 


the New York state bar, began the 
practice of law. 

But presently Hallen got into trou- 
ble over that $27,000 trust fund and 
he was disbarred. He disappeared 
from New York, wandering all over 
the world, practicing the most des- 
picable trickeries, and in 1893  be- 
came, according to his own story, the 
confidential agent of the throneless 
Queen Liloukalani of Hawaii. 

On Crest of Wave. 

The clever American rode along 
on the crest of the wave in Honolulu 
for a while. Then several local at- 
torneys became suspicious of him and 


cabled to the United States for de- 
tails of his career. Hallen left the 
islands. | 

He emerged into the limelight 
again as the bigamous husband and 


swindler of Mrs. Jesse Brush, widow 


of an Osage, Fla., banker. Hallen 
had captivated the woman with his 
wit and charm and taken her back to 
Honolulu with him. He was forced 
to leave again, and when the couple 
reached New York the disbarred at- 
torney disappeared with $25,000. 


She was but one of many women 
he defrauded in his 
Sometimes he married them and 
sometimes he didn’t. He posed at 
various times and in various countries 
as a physician, a minister, a Catholic 
priest and a lecturer. Frequently he 
wrote about his travels and once, 
while in the Tombs in New York, he 
wrote several pen sketches about his 
fellow prisoners. 


It was Hallen’s custom to conduct 
his own cases. The innovation cre- 
ated such a profound impression on 
jurors that almost invariably he would 
beat the cases against him. 


“Take the stand, Mr. Hallen, 
please,”” he would say in his most 
professional manner as he called him- 
self as a witness in his own defense. 
Then, having seated himself in the 
witness chair, he would continue: 


“Are you guilty of the crime charg- 
ed in the indictment? ”’ 


“No, sir,”” would be his answer to 
his own question. And then he would 
turn briskly to the prosecuting offi- 
cers and say, “Take the witness!” 


But Hallen lost one case for which 
he was his own lawyer and this time, 
after many years’ activity, he went to 
prison. This was in 1898, when he 
was convicted of stealing $16,500 
from Mrs. Florence H. Caldwell, of 
New York. He had given her a 
forged mortgage and got the money 
by a series of fraudulent maneuvers. 
He went to Sing Sing from 1898 to 
1904 for this crime. 


After his release he dropped out 
of sight, but soon reappeared. In 
1908 he was charged with swindling 
the Nicaraguan government—one of 
several governments he swindled in 
his ttme—out of $11,000. This time 
he hired the late John F. MylIntyre as 
his attorney. 

It developed that Hallen the pre- 
vious year had contracted to sell a 
quantity of ammunition to Raymon 
Echesareta, New York agents for 
Nicaragua. The shipment proved a 
fraud. 

Hallen contended that he had real- 
ly been an agent for Guatemala and 
since the ammunition was intended to 
be used against Gautemala by the 


Nicaraguans, it had been his duty to. 


prevent the shipment. 


This clever defense won an acquit- 
tal. 

He continued his evil operations, 
ranging from  swindles involving 
thousands of dollars to cashing forg- 
ed checks for insignificant amounts. 
He was in Sing Sing on a bad check 
charge when he again leaped into the 
headlines by testifying against the late 
Lieutenant Charles Becker in the fa- 
mous Rosenthal trial. 


-Hallen was brought to New York 
and declared he had overheard Beck- 
er say to one of his former patrol- 
men that the furor over the killing of 
Rosenthal would soon blow over and 
that when it did the “‘public will give 
me a pension for killing that 


long career. 


Was Justice in This Case? 


Squealer.” | 

While he was waiting to testify 
Hallen was kept in the Tombs. One 
morning Becker was exercising on his 
tier in the prison when Hallen was 
pointed out to him. The accused po- 
lice officer rushed over to Hallen’s 
cell. 

“Why did you tell the district at- 
torney what you did about me?” he 
demanded. ‘“‘You know you were 
lying.”’ 3 

The other did not reply. Becker 
grabbed him by the lapels of his coat. 

“Who put you up to saying that?” 
he continued. ‘‘You’re the dirtiest 
cur that ever came into this place.” 


Seized On His Offer. 


Two years later, after Becker had 
gone to the electric chair, Hallen was 
released from prison. He resumed 
his activities. One of his victims was 
Mrs. Constance Kilborn, of Portland, 
Me., whom he swindled out of a small 
fortune. Indirectly, this job was to 
send him to his grave. 

This was the white-haired stranger 
who came to Turner in Mexico City. 


Desperately the prisoner, soon to 
be tried for murder, seized «upon 
Hallen’s offer. He turned over to 
him every cent he had in the world, 
about $1,200. And then he waited. 

Now it is not unlikely that Hallen 
would have been able to beat this 
case for Turner. He was a clever 
man, one who would have made a 
name for himself in the practice of 
law had he cared. But Hallen appar- 
ently had no such thought in mind. 
As soon as he got his hands on the 
money he disappeared. 


Turner learned presently that Hal- 
len had left the city. Again he had 
been swindled. He wrote pitiful let- 
ters to Hallen to an address in Port- 
land, Me.—the veteran swindler had 
told him he was in Mexico Cify on 
behalf of a Mrs. Kilborn of Portland 
—and beseeched him not to desert 
him. No answer came to the man in 
prison. 

So Turner reached the deepest 
levels of despair. He faced a grave 
charge, he was without money and 
without friends, languishing in a filthy 
jail which reeked with vermin and 
horrible odors. 

But there was one friend who was 
not to desert him. This was Mrs. 
Kilborn in Portland. One of Tur- 
ner’s letters fell by chance into her 
hands and, feeling the bond of two 
victims of a swindler, she set out to 
Mexico to save Turner. When she 
arrived she hired a native lawyer. The 
trial ended in an acquittal. 


Vengeance Appears. 

So Turner was free—and yet he 
was not free. He was possessed with 
a supreme rage against the smiling 
stranger who had taken advantage of 
him in his extreme adversity. He de- 
termined that he would get his money 
back from Hallen if it took him ak 
his life. The duplicity of the Mexi- 
cans who had swindled him was as 
nothing to this crowning wrong. 


If Hallen tefused, then Turner was 
determined to kill him, to be his own 
judge and jury—and executioner. 


The released man hired detectives 
to trace the man he sought and after 
many months learned that the elderly 
criminal was living an apparently re- 
spectable life in Falmouth, Me. He 
posed as a retired stock broker. No 
one in Falmouth knew his extraordi- 
nary record. To them he was a kind- 
ly old man who had made his pile 
and retired. 

On the evening of September 8 
last Hallen was sitting on his porch, 
enjoying the cool evening air after a 
warm day, when vengeance in the 
form of Benjamin Turner appeared 
before him. Hallen started up as

HAD an acquaintance by the 

anme of Kamensky, a very 

theatrical youth of seven- 

teen.

! went to the stage-manager, and 
he at once offered me the part of the 
Gendarme in the play “Gendarme 
Roger.”’ The play deals with thieves 
and tramps, who are continually play- 
ing all sorts of tricks, while Gendarme 
Roger endeavors in vain to catch 
them. I was commissioned to play 
the part of this clumsy gendarme; 


and at once fell into a state of bltss- 


ful and incessant agitation, due to my 
joy and the consciousness of the re- 
sponsibility resting upon me. 

We had to be at the rehearsal at 
11 o’clock in the morning at which 
hour | must be at my duties in the 
Ouprava.

At length I determined to go home, 
and on the way recollected that I had 
not been to work for three days.

From this place I was finally dis« 
charged for losing some papers. 

My father and mother were waiting 
for me at home. I had to live somes; 
how, and must find work. My mother 
baked a sort of cakes, and sold them 
in Slices in the streets. One could 
not earn enough to live on in that 
way. I could no longer sing in the 
choir, having now altogether lost my 
childish voice. For entire days I 
wandered half-starved through the 
streets, looking for work, which was 
not to be found. I used to go down 
to the banks of the Volga, to the 
quaya, and look on for hours at the 
noisy, incessant toil of hundreds of 
men. Steamers came swimming up 
like great swans. 

When my desire to go away had 
ripened into a firm determination, I 
succeeded in persuading my father 
and mother to remove to Astrakhan. 
We sold all we had, and steamed 
away down the Volga.

This is the show which fully 
three-fourths of New York decided 
quite firmly they’d see on the open- 
ing night or know why not. From 
the horde of clammering applicants, 
the management finally selected what 
seemed to them the pick and thus it 
was that almost every seat in that 
theater held up somebody famous for 
something. It occurred to me that 
some of the things some of those peo- 
ple are famous for could never be put 
in print. 


I am wondering if as the final cur- 
tain fell those who had struggled so 
hard to be on hand felt that it had 
been worth it. I for one have no 
complaint to make. To me “The Let- 
ter’? is a sound and engrossing play. 
As for Miss Cornell—she convinced 
me more than ever that she is the 
very best of the young American 
actresses. What a fascinating per- 
son and what an actress! 

The curtain rises on a lovely lady 
(Miss Cornell) firing shot after shot 
into the prostrate form of a hand- 
some man. Very coolly she explains 
he had attempted to betray her and 
she a married woman, had shot to 
defend her honor, It is a tell-tale, 


forgotten letter which finally brings 
to light the fact that she shot not to 
defend her honor, but because the 
dead man was her cooling lover. 

“The Letter’ awaits those of you 
who like a good melodrama and af- 
fords the first opportunity of seeing 
the incomporable Miss Cornell since 
she was the shameless, shameful Iris 
of “The Green Hat.” 

“The Garden of Eden” was an- 
other opening to which the notables 
flocked and one which had been 
awaited with the keenest of interest.

selves.”

God is known to us in personal ex- 
perience. Surely the divine and the 
human spirit may meet and we can 
know. It was the late Dr. John Smith, 
of Edinburgh, who said, ‘‘As truly as 
there is a region of man which fronts 
the external world, viz:—the five 
senses, there is another region which 
fronts God, which can enter into con- 
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verse with God, derive personal qual- 
ities therefrom which can nowhere 
else be found.” Horace Bushnell 
taught the same thing. He says we 
have ‘‘an immediate sensing power to 
which God may be as truly known as 
we know the distinct existence of ob- 
jects perceived by the eyes.” Presi- 
dent Schurman of Cornell speaks of 
our knowledge of God as ‘‘a datum of 
consciousness.” That is to say, | 
have self-consciousness.

My knowledge of God 
can be as certain as is my knowledge 
of myself. Dr. Caird speaks of these 
experiences directly as ‘‘soul visions.”’

Can we be as sure of His pres- 
ence as these statements seem to war- 
rant? Is it a matter of fact? John 


Wesley used the following memor- 
able words in a letter: “If then it were 
possible (which I conceive it is not) 
to shake the traditional evidence of 
Christianity; still, he who hath the in- 
ternal evidence—and every true be- 
liever hath the witness or evidence in 
himself—would stand firm and un- 
shaken.” 

Dr. George A. Gordon, a_ noted 
preacher of the Congregational 
church writes: ‘‘You do not hear 
much about Wesley from this pulpit, 
but let me say, once for all, that Wes- 
ley brought the whole Christian 
world back to religion, back to re- 
ligion as an experience, in the face of 
a dead theology and a dead cere- 
mony; he made religion a living, cre- 
ative, glorious reality, and_ the 
thought and determination and _ af- 
firmation of Wesley have gone round 
the world.

Years of 
Study and practice are required, of course, for a girl to become an ex- 
pert at this beautiful art, but the fundamental positions and movements

‘are easy to learn, 


Any girl can teach herself the essentials of ballet, and these eSsen- 
tials are the basis of all aitistic dancing. Whether she wishes to continue 


with her study of the dance or not, the girl will find that these pre-| 


liminary positions are helpful in attaining grace and poise. 

The following positions are the first lessons in ballet. They should 
be so thoroughly learned that they become mechinical in execution, and 
when one thinks ‘arms in third” or “feet in fifth,” these positions will 
be taken without hesitation 

The Foot Positions. 

1. The knees and ankles are together, .with the knees straight. 
This is important. Feet are at an angle of 60 degrees. If your feet are 
not strong and have a tendency to roll inward, do not turn them out 
far.

Merely move the left foot out in = Stride position—feet 


turned out. 
3. Bring the heel of the left foot to the instep of the right. 
Step forward with the left foot. 


5. Place the heel of the left feot at the toe of the right. 

After you have mastered these five positions, repeat them with the 
opposite foot. Thus in the third position, place the heel of the right 
foot at the instep of the left. 
3 Arm Positions. 

The arm positions are usually parallel to those of the feet. The 
arms Should be relaxed and easy. Keep your shoulders down and let 


your wrists lead. 

1. Hold both arms forward at an easy height, rounded as though 
you were holding a ball. Note the tirst picture. 

2. Move both arms ovt to the Side, parallel with the feet. 

3. Let the left arm remain in the second position. Bring the right 
arm up to what, in both arms, is the fifth position—slightly forward and 
above the head. 

4. Right arm remains above the 
from the second position to the first. 

5. Hold both arms upward in front of the head. 

In the arm as weli as the foot positions you should alternate the 
right and the left sides. 

From these few fundamental positions most of the movements of 
ballet are formed. As you acquire grace and proficiency in them, you

As for the picture of the “Menhir’ as you see 
the men have just left it to go home for luncheon. 
They are pulling it up by mere manpower and 
they have fastened the hempen ropes which they 
use to heavy poles so that the stone shall not obey 
the inevitable law of gravity and return to its 
comfortable seat on the grass of the hill top. 

The wooden piles should be _ brown. The 
hempen ropes a light yellow. The huts of the 
distant village should be yellow too, and the lake 
on the right of the picture blue or green. 

That leaves the “menhir’ itself which you 
might make almost any color you desire. Gray 
would lend itself well with an effect of greenish 
moss. Or dark brown with green moss. 

The stone axes which lie around should be yel- 
low of handle and gray of blade. Add a few bits 
of red to the blade to indicate that animals have 
been slaughtered only recently, as well might be the 
case, Since this was a ceremonial stone and a sacri- 
fice of goats or sheep would be an inevitable part 
of such a ceremony.

And once he had reached this stage of 
civilization, the desire (so deeply rooted in 
the human heart) to commemorate certain 
important events, to perpetuate the memory 
of certain great chieftians, began to mani- 
fest itself and people looked for suitbable 
‘“‘monuments.”’ 

In those days the greater part of northern 
Europe was still full of gigantic stones which 
had been left behind by the glaciers during 
their slow retreat to the tops of the Alps 
and the southern coasts of Spitzbergen and 
Greenland. Such large bits of heavy stone 


those stones, from earliest times to this very 
day, were held in deep reverence by mil- 
lions of people. And when a particularly 
holy spot had to be indicated in such a way 
as to be pleasing to the God who was sup- 
posed to dwell there or when a grave had 
to be marked of a brave man or when the 
had to be commemorated on which the 
tribe had taken possession of their new 
homestead, then they set to work and 
promptly raised one of those big monoliths 
(or “solitary stones’’), or in modern terms, 
they “erected a monument.” 

Such monuments are found all over 
northern Europe and England. In France 
alone there are more than fifteen hundred. 
They are called ‘‘menhirs” and one of them 
you may see in Westminster Abbey, where 
it is preserved as the so-called ‘‘Stone of 
scone.” Although the people of the middle 
ages believed that this relic was in reality 
the stone which had served Jacob as his 
pillow when he dreamed his strange dream 
about Heaven, it was really a sacred piece 
or sand stone upon which all the old kings 
of Scotland had been crowned and which 
had been taken to London by Edward thé 
First in the year 1927 as a token of Scot- 
land’s complete subjugation to England. 

The other ‘‘menhirs,” less fortunate stand 
forlornly on low hillocks or in the midst of 
deserted fields and serve no better purpose 
than a scratching-post for cows.

THE DEPTH OF THE OCEAN 


> 


If you have seen the bottom of a 
shallow pool or lake, you will have 
observed that it is generally smooth 
and that it dips down gradually from 
the shore line to the middle, at which 
point it is deepest. The bottoms of 
the oceans are not so smooth and 
their depths do not’ inerease’ so 
gradually. The deepest part of the 
large oceans are not always in the 
middle. If all the sea water could 
be removed so that you could see the 
bed, you would notice that it resem- 
bles a series of mountains and that 
the depths vary continually. 

The drawing will give you some 
idea of the shape and depths of the 
ocean. 
the depths of the Atlantic between 
New York City and Gibraltar and 
they vary from a few feet to almost 
three miles. 


Depths may be measured in several) 


ways. In comparatively shallow 
waters a lead attached to a cord 
used. The lead is hollow and filled 
with tallow so that bits of the sea 
bottom may be picked up, assuring 
it actually reached 
the bettom. For great depths a 
heavier lead must be used; and this 
lead is so attached to a steel wire 
that it will be released as soon as 
it hits the bottom. 

A new and faster method of meas- 
uring is by means of sound.
